CowB that are under-nourished 
nnd made to produce amall quanti- 
ties of milk prodnM that milk at a 
high cost, is the statement of Prof. 
.1. J. Hooper, henil of the Dairy De- 
partment of the .State College of Ag- 
ricuttara. Ei|MriaMiita eeodnelad by 
the college on various Kentucky 
dairy herds show that a great in- 
v^reaae ia milk prodnettoa any often 
be brought uhout hy better methods 
of feeding. Many cows are fed on 
com meal and com stover and are 
thus unahle to produce their maxi- 
mum flow of milk, according to Prof. 
Hooper. Milk ia most economically 
prodaoad whan the aav ia aual pro- 

ihictive. 

\ standard grain mixture that has 
been aaad witt lood raaidta by the 
flUto CoUaga of X«riaaUw| a^ by 
many farmers of Ktafoeky la made 

up of four parts of eera meal, two 
parts of wheat hran and two i>arls 
of cotton Reed meal, all mixed by 
weight and a pound of the mixture 
given to ilM eow for aaeh three to 
three and i>tH' Inlf |>o\ini1s of milk 
that she produces in a day.

One (Trent fault with many of the 
small farmers of Central Kentucky, 
is a failure to divwaifjr their erops. 

Instead of raising a few acres of 
potatoes, a few acres of sorghum, a 
few aeiM of pope— tM a few 
acres of strawberrie-; or other small 
fruit, many of them fall into the 
habit of raising tobacco or some 
other one product alone. 

In the state of Tennessee durinc: 
the last few years there has beon 
inaugurated and carried out a sue- 
ecHsful eauipai^'n to ci f the f:irniers 
to diversify their crupi^, and it has 
been ancceaaful to a marked degree. 
The result is that batead of the 
farmers of Tennessee depei^ing en- 
tirely upon cotton, sugar cane, or 
tobacco alone, they nise at least a 
half-dozen other crops, including 
peanuts and sweet potatoes, so that 
in ease of the failare of one crop the

Insecurity of tenure is held by the 

Ai'ieriean Feder;ifion of Teaehers' 

Kxeeativy ("ounr'il to he one of the 
prime causes for inefficiency in edu- 
cational tt&ik. The federation main- 
tains that this i« e^peeially notiee- 
able in the rural d|istricts where 
teachers are snbjeeted to tha whims 
of the loenl hoards of education. 

.\n effort is being made to enlist 
the support of the people of the 
rural districts in a movement to 
have law-i enacted in each state that 
will ohviate arhitrary dismissal of 
competent teachers by more or less 
arhitrary boards of educatiou. In 
other words the effortiis being made 
to put teachers strictly on thefr 
merits and to safecritard their tenure 
of office as long as they prove ef- 
fi<ient, provided their conduct is 
above reproach. 

Statistics show that in t!ie pa-t 
there has been a surprising number 
of dismissals and changes, especial- 
ly in the country districts, thnt were 
due to social or other trivial causes. 

It lb a fact that the present sys- 
tem has too much of a tendency to 
develop cowardice and senility 
which have no place in the democ- 
racy of edncation. A teacher, to he 
eCfi^ot^ should be nclrtordiod the 
same latitude enjoyed hy other citi- 
zens of rural communities of the 
same educational attainments. Too 
often is the teacher in the country 
restricted by an autocratic and awe- 
inspiring board that assumes it is 
its prerogative to exercise a cen- 
sorship even in matters not directly 
affecting the conduct of the school. 

To safeguard tha tmnre of com- 
petent teachers it is projiosed that n 
concentrated effort be wade to en- 
act laws regulating the removal of 
teachers. The proposed laws should 
provide for impartial hearings and 
for appeal to the civil courts, if nec- 
essary. The constant changing of 
teachers for trivial causes has now 
proven a menace to the educational 
syatanui of tha twral communities.
